The neceflity of the repeal, he endea- 
voured to demonftrate from the diffatisfaétion of the lrith, who 
could not look upon themfelves as a free people, while they 
could be taxed by thofe who did not reprefent them. This 
diffatisfaction he proved from the printed refolutions of the 
Newry Volunteers, and other affociated corps, which he read 
to the Houfe, with notes critical aad explanatory of his 
own making. He alfo read from a news-paper' the debate 
which took place in the Trith Houfe of Lords, when the re- 
folutions of the Britifh Commons, in favour of Ireland, were 
communicated to them ; and took up near an hour in-cot- 
menting upon the whole, frequently calling: to Lord Itn- 
ham to contradict. him if he made any pofition which was 
not founded on truth. His Lordthip atteaspted to reada 
pamphlet, containing a letter from Francis Dobbs, Ef; 
Barrifter at Law ia Dublin, to Lord North, which pamphi- 
let he had read the day before to the Houfe; but Load 
North begged, that the noble lord would not give himfelf 
that trouble, unlefs he thought that a fingle member then 
prefent had not heard him read the pamphiet already. Lord 
George faid, it was well worth reading every day in the 
week ; but, if the Hfoufe was not ina temper to hear iva 
fecond time, he would not prefs it upon them.
